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because the Southern States insist that their freedom has 
been ignored, in as much as Black America is concerned 
‘since the Declaration of Independence and the very writing 
and adoption of the U.S. Constitution. If this was not so, 
we would not be begging at this late date for civil rights. 


"The Honourable Elijah Muhammad preaches that 

Black Americans should stick together, fight for some loud

'and educate our own youth in our own schools, have the the 
power, the control and the future guidance of ourselves and 
seek the spiritual direction from the blackman himself. He 
says we must build a cultural consciousness of permanence, 
it can be handed down to our children who will look back

"Most of us have some degree of racial pride, and 
it has been sparked by a comparatively recent combination of 
events, like Africans getting their freedom, and coming to 
America to make us feel proud that we too are black, But 
it is not enough to have just racial pride, we need racial 
unity through achievements..... 


"We know that we can never become a nation by 
sacrificing every thing we have, merely to become an American, 
That we can never cease our way into the bossom of white 
American acceptance by pretending like Jacob that we are 
Esau, by pretending that freedom and equality can be practised 
between blacks and whites purely on a personal basis; that 
Black people can be integrated into American Society one at 
a time;that the doors of opportunity will open wider and 
wider each day, not only for us, but also for our brothers

".eee.I was sent to Petersburg, Virginia to work 
as a director of 0.T, in an institution when I became 
embroiled in the fight for decent housing, more pay and 
respect for the African-American nurses, I was advised to 
learn by my friends who feared for my safety. I stayed on 
and later left for a T.B. sanatorium in Detroit, Michigan. 
Here again I was engaged in fighting for children in slum 
areas to be given a change to participate in stay at Home 
CAMPS. ..ee ? 


; ",eceek secured a scholarship to Howard Medical 
School but not wishing to leave my home I refused it, How- 
ever, I was not able to enter the medical schools in Chicago 
because of discrimination against Negroes, women and the 
quota system, which stated: ‘Only a certain number of Negroes, 
and a certain number of women shall be permitted to enter 
each semester’, 


"Failing to enter, I turned to Education and began 
teaching in the Public School System with the mentally retarded 
children, Here I found discrimination, distortion, misrepresen- 
tation and degradation of the African-American mentality in its 
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vilest form. I saw early that our children were taught 
inferiority and debasement at our early age and as they 
grew up I saw the many forms it took in the behaviour and 
attitudes among the children and adults, From the cog to 
the highest degree, the American Black child is taught to 
hate and despise himself and look upon the whiteman as a 
gift from the gods, and a superior of no equals. I have 
seen and heard white and black teachers treat and say that 
the Black child cannot be taught. I have proved them to 


“pe liars, not that I have taught children to read and write 


who were allured to.sit in classrooms and hear the teachers 


' gay they could not learn, I've been asked why the children 


changed when they came to me and I have answered: ‘If you 
can teach animals tricks, surely a child can learn,'.and 
the answer proved true when boys and giris who were adjudged 
mentally inferior have passed out of my room to finish 
primary, secondary and college, I have taught African- 
American history to black and white children alike and. 
each were better by learning it..... 


‘Now I go home to continue teaching and I hope 
inspiring black boys and girls to strike the shackles of 
Slavery from their minds-and reward the dignity and morality 
as our birthright. 


‘"T am President of African-American Heritage 
Association, Director, Mohamed's University of Islam,

"The Age lcna-Aneri ean Heritage Association is 
dedicated to teaching and transmitting the concepts of the 
heritage and culture of the blackman to the people of 
America whose culture was lost through slavery.

General and Chimere Ikoku, President of Pan-African Students 
Organization in the Americas, Inc. 


"Okonkwo Nwani, President of the Chicago Chapter 
of Pan-African Students Organization in the Americas, Inc., 
the sponsoring group, delivered the opening address, 


"Sister Christine, told the audience ‘We are 
working toward freedom because we realize that until every 
man, woman and child of African descent is made to realize 
and understand the relations of movements in we will be 
handicapped in our struggle. 


-"'Until we are made aware of Africa and throughout 
the world, the long history of lies, distortions and mis- 
representations about Africa, which still debase our schools 
and institutions of higher learning.....we face a situation 
that engulfs.the entire world. ' 


"A message from Dr, W. E, B. DuBois was read by 
Sister Christine, In it he urged all to 'Fight on! Your 
victory is absolutely certain.'’....." 


A photograph on the same page, according to the 
sub-caption, reflected Sister CHRISTINE JOHNSON, principal 
of the University of Islam, during the above affair held a 
discussion with MOHAMMAD EL-EKREBY, Vice Consul for the 
United Arab Republic, 


On April 4, 1962, CHIMERE IKOKU was interviewed 
by SAs HUBERT M, HART and LLOYD O, BOGSTAD and fur- 
nished the following information: . 


His primary interest at the present time is Pan 
Africanism, which according to IKOKU means continental 
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solidarity in Africa, This, he believes, is what is 
best for Nigeria and all of Africa, As a result of 
his beliefs, he has been active in an organization in 
Chicago called the All African Students Association of 
Chicago (AASAC). This organization changed its name 
and is now called Pan African Students Organization 

in the Americas, Incorporated (PASOA) with headquarters 
in Chicago, This. is an independent organization and 
has no affiliation with any other organization. 


PASOA was organized during the period December 26, 
through December 30, 1961, at meetings held at the 
University of Chicago, This organization is being 
formed in three parts which consist of the local 
chapters, regional assemblies and a central council. 
IKOKU is the president of the central executive and 

: ‘ MICHAEL BADU is the treasurer, BADU is a student at 
Lima College at Lima, Ohio. OSSAM EL-~TAYEB is the 
secretary who is a student at the University of 
Wisconsin, Madison, Wisconsin, This organization is 
for African students, Those individuals who are not 
African students but are interested in PASOA can become 
associate members of this organization, The aims and 
purposes of PASOA are for the African students welfare 
and for continental solidarity in Africa, IKOKU has 
not heard of any Communist Party (CP) interest. in his 
organization (PASOA). IKOKU is attempting to establish 
regional and local chapters of this organization 
throughout the Western Hemisphere, The heads of 
regional assemblies will automatically become vice 
presidents in PASOA, IKOKU estimated that there are 
about 10,000 African students in North America, and 
the finances of his organization are obtained solely 
by contributions. Meetings are held on an infrequent 
basis when free time permits, 


IKOKU indicated that he was in contact with 
officials of the Nigerian Embassy, Washington, D.C., 
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concerning the establishment of the organization, 
PASOA, This Embassy had offered encouragement in 
this matter. 


On April 21, 1963, a meeting was held by the 
Chicago Chapter of the Pan-African Students Organization 
in the Americas, Inc, at 1121 East 60th Street, Chicago, 
Illinois, CHRISTINE JOHNSON was in attendance. The 
purpose of the meeting was to educate Americans with the 
="true image of Africa", CHARLES OKPALA, Chairman of the 
Pan-African Committee of instant organization, acted as 
: Master of Ceremonies and stated the future of Africa 
, depends on solidarity of all African peoples, 


(CG T-28, 5/7/63) 
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NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly referred to 
as the Muslim Cult of Islam, aiso known 
as Muhamuad's Temples of Islam he. 

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nation-wide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad‘s Tempies of Islam.” 


On May 2, 1962, a second source advised: ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headauarters of the NOI. In 
mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, wien referring to 
MUHAMMAD's organization on a nation-wide basis, commenced 
using either "Mosque" or _pompiee when mentioning one of 
"Muhammad's Temples of Islam. 


The NOI is an ali-Negroa Seeae ey which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD claims to 
have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the 
so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North 
America by eStablishing an independent black naticn in the 
United States. Members following MUHAMMAD's teaching and his 
interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing 
as a Negro; that the so-called Négroes are slaves of the white 
race, referred to as “white devils," in the United States; and 
that the white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called 
Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching “War of 
Armageddon.” 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused te register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personel statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of | 
his organization in order to avoid possitle psosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not indicate any 
fundamental changes in the teachings of his organization. 


On May 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMHAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes why» joined txe NOI. 

This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD,wculd help tim acquire 
additional followers and create more interest in his programs. 
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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY.(ANP), Also known 
as World Union of Free ‘Enterprise National 
Socialists, George Lincoln Rockwell Party 


A source advised on February 27, 1959, that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held an organiza~ 
tional meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959. 


Six persons were present and they, according to the 
source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of the 
organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the WUFENS 
would be an international movenent, but that the section of the 
organization in the United States would be known as the 
American Party of the WUFENS. 


" ROCKWELL on March 26, 1959, furnished to Special Agents 
of the FBI, a copy of the program of the WUFENS, stating that 
he expects to become the President of the United States through 
the organization's platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of Negroes 
to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews guilty of 
communist and Zionist treason. 


A second source advised on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picketings with anti-Jewish and 
anti-Negro placards; talks by ROCKWELL attacking Jews as | 
traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKWELL to form 
Nazi groups in various cities in the United States; and attempts 
to form a group of internatienal sympathizers. ROCKWELL prints 
large amounts of Nazi literature at American Nazi Party Head~ 
quarters, 928 North Randolph Sireet, Arlington, Virginia. 


On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked the 
charter of the American Nazi Party. 


_ On September 20, 1962, the State Corporation Commission 
of Virginia issued a charter for a "George Lincoln Rockwell 
Party." The second source mentioned above advised on September 
24, 1962, that ROCKWELL will continue to carry on his activities, 
using the name American Nazi Party, and he obtained the charter 
for the George Lincoln Rockwell Party merely to be able to do 
business as a corporation. 
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APPENDIX 
MUSLIM GIRLS TRAINING 


On May 19, 1960, a source advised that the Muslim 
Girls Training (MGT} is a group within the Nation of Islam 
(NOI) and is composed of all female members of the NOI. The 
MGT is similar in structure to the Fruit of Isiam (FOI), which 
is composed of male members of the NOI, in that the MGT has 
officers similar to military organizations to whom other female 
members are accountable. MGT members receive instructions in 
homemaking, hygiene, calisthenics, and other subjects such as 
Muslim history and the English language. There also exists a 
Junior MGT, which is composed of female members of the NOI who 
are between the ages of 15 and 19 and who are afforded military- 
type driil. 


Since 1957, yarious officers and "sisters" of. the MGT 
have, at meetings of the MGT, used the term MGT so that it also 
means General Civilization Class. General Civilization Class 
refers to classes conducted within the MGT, 


The above refers to activities of the MGT at Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 Scuth Greenwood, Chicago, Illinois. 


Om May 2, 1962, another source advised that the MGT 
is a group within the NOI which is composed of all female members 
of the NOI. The MGP is similar in structure to the FOI, which is 
composed of male members of the NOI. Im theory, the MGT exists 
im ali Temples of the NOI and is patterned after the MGT at 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, Chicago. General Civilization 
Class refers to He collective group of classes held within the

On May 2, 1962, a source advised that the Fruit of 
Islam (FOI) is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) com- 
posed of male members of the NOI. The purpose of the FOI is 
to protect officials and property of the NOI, assure compliance 
of members with NOI teachings and to prepare for the "War of 
Armageddon." Members of the FOI are required: to participate 
in military drill and are afforded the opportunity to engage 
in judo training. The FOI is governed by a military system 
wherein the members are controlled by general orders similar 
to those issued by regular military organizations. 
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APPENDIX 
CHICAGO. COUNCIL OF AMERICAN-SOVIET FRIENDSHIP 


EDWIN GORDON FOX, 7147 Jeffrey Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, (now deceased), made available in January, 1954, 
the "First Annual Report CCASF," an undated publication 
which stated that the Chicago Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship (CCASF) was incorporated in July, 1943. This 
document stated, "The Council's affiliation with the 
National Council of American-Soviet Friendship (NCASF) was 
validated August 11,(1943). The present name was adopted 
to conform to standard national practice. It should be 
noted, however, that the Chicago Council is entirely 
autonomous; the government of its affairs rests exclusively 
in the hands of its Chicago Executive Board." 


A source advised on March 2, 1962, that the CCASF 
at its annual membership meeting held February 23, 1962, 
reaffirmed that the main aims of the Council for the year 
1962 would be as they had been in the past, that of creating 
a program of activity with the cbhjective of peaceful co- 
existence and friendship between the United States and the 
USSR. 


This same source also advised on June 18, 1962, 
that the CCASF remains affiliated with the NCASF for ‘the 
purpose of implementing its stated aims. of peaceful co=- 
existence and friendship with the USSR but continues to 
consider itself autonomous in the government of its affairs 
and program for achieving these aims. Although the CCASF 
considers itself autonomous in this regard, the leaders of 
the CCASF are frequently in contact with and its program 
closely follows that of the NCASF. 


The NCASF has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 
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WOMEN'S PEACE AND UNITY CLUB, Formerly 
known as: the Chicago Women for Peace 


. The aims and purposés of the. Chicago Women for Peace 
(CWP) as set forth in its self-identified publication, "Chicago 
Acts for Peace" (CAP), May, 1951, issue, describes this 
organization asa "service center for women working for peace." 
This publication described the CWP as being affiliated with the’ 
American Women for Peace and as cooperating with the American 
Peace Crusade (APC). 


The January, 1954, issue of "CAP" announced the 
dissolution of the American Women for Peace and the affilia- 
tion of the CWP with the APC Council in Chicago. 


A source advised in November, 1956, that the CWP 
remained affiliated with the APC, Chicago, until that organi- 
zation dissolved in September, 1955. The CWP continued with th 
no national affiliation until September , 1956,. when a "reorgani-. 
zation and name change took. place," and it became known as the — 
"Women's Peace and Unity Club" (WPUC). The reasqn given for — 
this "reorganization and name change’ ‘by DOROTHY HAYES, 
Secretary of ‘the organization, was that the CWP:had been formed 
to end the Korean War and since that war was over and there 
was:a "measure of peace in the world," women's interests were 
more centered on such issues as civil rights, desegregated and 
better schools, juvenile delinquency, equal opportunities for 
women, housing, and cost of living. Source advised that the® 
only actual’ "reorganization" of the CWP was the: ‘change. of its 
name. to .''Women's Peace and Unity Club." 


: A second source advised in October, 1956, that the 
Communist. Party (CP), Illinois-Indiana. District, had ordered 
~the dissolution of the CWP because it no longer'served the 
purpose of the Party since it was a "left-wing".peace group. 
Though the CWP refused to dissolve and chose to continue in 
the form of the "Women's Peace and Unity Club," it continues’ 
to be a “communist front organization" whose policies and 
activities are directed by CP members. 


A third source advised on April 15, 1962, that the 
WPUC, as of that date, continued to operate in the Chicago area 
as a peace organization under the direction and control of CP 


‘members and its objectives continued to be the same. 
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EQUAL RIGHTS COMMITTEE 


(CHICAGO, ILLINOIS ) 


A. source advised on April 10, 1962, that members of 
the Chicago Home and Employment Council (CHEC) and South Side 


_Freedom Committee (SSFC) held a joint meeting on April 8, 1962, 


ghere they voted to dissolve both organizations and merge then 
into a newly formed organization. This organization was subse- 
quently mamed the Equal Rights Committee (ERC). ; 


A second source advised that as of October 18, 1962, 
the four-fold program of the ERC was to fight in regard to 
inequities ins 1) umemployment; 2) relief; 3) housing; 4) 
civil liberties. : 


A third source advised on October 24, 1962, that the 
South Side Communist Party (CP) acts im am advisory capacity to- 
tho ERC and that there are sufficient CP members active in the 
ERC to control amd guide it and support the Party line within 
the organization. 


A fourth source advised on June 28, 1962, that during 
a Jume 12, 1962, meeting of the South Side CP Executive 


‘Committee, the preamble to the proposed constitution of the ERC | 


was read and approved with only minor changes recommended. 


fhe fourth source advised om Jume 28, 1962, that at a 
June 20, 1962, ERC meeting the proposed ERC constitution was 


discussed and adopted. 
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CHICAGO HOME AND EMPLOYMENT COUNCIL, Aka. 
Chicago Unemployment and Housing Council 


A source advised on March 9, 1961, that around mid- 
March, 1961, at a meeting of the National Executive Committee 
of the Communist Party, USA (CP), CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, a member 
of this Committee, stated that during March, 1961, the CP called 
together a meeting in Chicago to set up an unemployment organi- 
zation. LIGHT FOOT stated, "I suppose I was the organizer of the 
meeting." LIGHTFOOT stated that in this organization there 
would be known communists working with non-communists. 


A second source advised on March 24, 1961, that 
during March, 1961, LIGHTFOOT stated that the Unemployment 
Council in Chicago had a four-fold program as follows: 


1. Legislative fight and all things 
encompassed therein. 

2. Servicing grievances. 

. Hlouging and tenant problems. 

4. igh cost of living. 


During May, 1961, a third source advised that during 
March, 1961, the Chicago Unemployment and Housing Council] (CUHC), 
a membership organization. with headquarters at 306 East 43rd 
Street, Chicage, Jllinois, was conceived, organized and arranged 
by the South Side Club of the CP of Illinois in conjunction with 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOP, Chairman of the CP of Jllinois. 


During December, 1961, this organization was incor- 
porated into the State of Illinois under the name Chicago Home 
and Employment Council (CHEC). 


fh fourth source advised during April, 1962, that 
members of the CHEC and the South Side Freedom Committee (SSFC) 
held a joint meeting in April, 1962, where they voted to dissolve 
both organigations and merge them into 2 new organization. 


A fitth source advised during May, 1962, that at a 
May, 1962, meeting of former members of the CHEC and SSFC they 
selected the name Equal Rights Committee for their newly merged 
organization, 
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SOUTH SIDE FREEDOM COMMITTEE 


A source advised in May, 1962, that the South Side 
Freedom Committee (SSFC) was formed in the fall of 1959 as a 
committee within the now defunct Chicago Committee to Defend 
Democratic Rights (CCDDR) to.work for the democratic rights of 
all péoples as set forth in the Constitution in the Bill of 
Rights of the United States. In December, 1960, SSFC commenced 
operating independently for the purpese of promoting open 
occupancy legislation as well as working for the betterment of 
democratic rights of all peoples with emphasis on the Negro 
race inasmuch as “their rights are most often violated.” 


A second source advised during April, 1962, that 
members of the SSFC and Chicago Home and Employment Council 
(CHEC) held a joint meeting at which they voted to dissolve 
both organizations and merge them into a new organization. 


The first source advised during May, 1962, that at. 
a May, 1962, meeting of former members of the SSFC and CHEC 
they selected the name Equal Rights Committee for their newly 
merged organization. 


The first source advised in May, 1962, that the now 
defunct SSFC was made up mainly of Communist Party (CP) members, 
that they maintained no headquarters, and held meetings in the 
homes of members. 
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CHICAGO COMMITTEE TO DEFEND 
THE BILL OF RIGHTS 


The Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of Rights 
(CCDBR) maintains headquarters in Suite 424, 431 South Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. 


A source advised in July, 1960, that RICHARD CRILEY, a 
member of the Civil Liberties Commission,Communist Party (CP) of 
Illinois,met with key leaders of the CP of Illinois and discussed 
with them the fact that the climate in the United States on civil 
liberties and civil rights issues had changed to the extént that 
it was now possible to proceed to form a new organization with — 
broad mass support. By doing so, CRILEY believed that people who 
would not associate themselves with an organization of narrow ~ 
scope would join a civil liberties and civil rights organization 
built around a broader issue such as the abolishment of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA). The CP leaders, 
after receiving assurance from CRILEY that any new organization 
that might evolve would protect the Party interests, authorized 
CRILEY to proceed with his plan to form a broader organization. 


A second source advised on October 31, 1960, that a 
new organization known as the Chicago Committee to Defend the 
Bill of Rights was formally launched in Chicago at a meeting 
on October 26, 1960. The stated primary purpose of the new 
organization was to seek the abolition of the HCUA, and RICHARD 
CRILEY was named as its Executive Secretary, after having been 
the guiding force in arranging the October 26, 1960, meeting. 


The first source, in October,1960, advised that CRILEY 
again attended a meeting of the Illinois District CP leadership 
on October 28, 1960, at which time he reported on the organiza- 
tional meeting of the CCDBR. CRILEY stated that the immediate 
purpose of his organization is to obtain mass support to abolish 
the HCUA, but the new Committee purposes will also include defense 
of Smith Act and Taft-Hartley victims. He said there will be no 
formal affiliation with any national organization of similar 
purpose; however, the CCDBR, according to CRILEY, will consult 
and have liaison with national organizations having the same 
purpose. According to the source, the CP leadership agreed with 
the general direction of the CCDBR as outlined by CRILEY. 


A third source advised on May 3, 1962, that the CCDBR 
continues to adhere to the same aims and purposes and operates 
under the same leadership. 
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GUS HALL-BENJAMIN J, DAVIS DEFENSE 
COMMITTEE, ELLINOIS SECTION (H=DDC) 


A source advised on May 9, 1963, that the Gus Hall 
Benjamin J. Davis Defense Committee (H=DDC)’ was formed by ~ 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, the leader of the Communist Party (CP) of 
Illinois, at a. meeting held September 6, 1962, in Chicago, ~ 
Illinois. The purpose of this organization is to raise funds 
for the defensé of GUS HALL and' BENJAMIN J, DAVIS, CP national 
leaders. These funds were to be raised through a fund drive 
which was conducted from September: 15, 1962, to December 1, 
1962....AS-of April 12, 1963,..part.of the funds. 8O- raised were 
used to pay the expenses of the H-DDC, Illinois Section, and 
$1,031.50 had been sent to the H=-DDC, 22 East 17th Street, 
Room 1225, New York 3, New York. 


: This source further advised that since its inception, 
the H=-DDC, Illinois Section, has been dowinated and controlled 
by the CP of Illinois through the person of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, 
leader of the Party in Illinois, aS well as other CP” ‘of Illinois 
leaders and members. : 

The headquarters of the-H-DDC was located in’ Room 4, 
306 East 43rd Street, Chicago, Lilinois; however, as of April, 
1963, this headquarters was closed down and the business of the 
H-DDC in the future will be handled out of the Midland News 
Agency office, 36 West Randolph Street, Chicago, Illinois.

On October 3, 1960, a source advised that the Socialist

On July 3, 1962, a source advised that the Modern. 


Book Store is presently located at 56 East Chicago Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, and is operated by OTTO WANGERIN, a 
current member of the Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 


The Modern Book Store today is the direct line 
successor to the original Workers Book Store, 23 South 
Lincoln Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, established by the CP 
in the 1920s ostensibly under the ownership of SAM 
HAMMERSMARK, a charter member of the CP.

The 
MGT is similar in structure to the Fruit of Islam (FOI), which 
is composed of male members of the NOI, in that the MGT has 
officers similar to military organizations to whom other female 
members are accountable. MGT members receive instructions in 
homemaking, hygiene, calisthenics, and other subjects such as 
“Muslim history and the English language. There also exists a 
Junior MGT, which is composed of female members of the NOI who 
are between the ages of ‘15 and 19 and who are afforded military~ 
type drill. 


Since 1957, various cfficers and"sisters"of the MGT 
have, at meetings of the MGT, used the term MGT so that it also 
means General Civilization Class. General Civilization Class 
refers to classes conducted within the MGT.

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a natiqnwide basis as the "Nation 
of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." : 


On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 Scuth Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters gf the NOI; and in mid- 
1960 MUHAMMAD and other NGI officiais, when referring to : 
MUHAMMAD'S organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using 
either "Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of. Islam." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organjzation which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the’ wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAHMAD‘s teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred, to as 
"white. devils," in the United States} and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
! will be destroyed in the approaching "War of. Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOJ,including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal. counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order tq avoid posgible prosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not indicate any funda- 
mental changes in the teachings of his organization. 


On May 7, 1964, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his

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AFRICAN AMERICAN HERITAGE ASSCCIATION, 
Formerly known as Afro~American 
Heritage Association 


A source advised on May 11, 1964, that the African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306 East 
43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro-American 
Heritage Association until February, 1961. It was founded by 
ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the State of Illinois— 
as a non-profit organization. It was founded ostensibly for the 
purpose of teaching African history and culture to American Negroes. 
AAHA is strongly influenced by the Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 
It is represented by both communist and non-communist members, and 
some people with strong nationalistic tendencies. This organization 
reflects CP policy on some issues and opposes CP policy on others; 
for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro-American as a ‘. 
reference term to the American Negro and rejects aspects of natione 
alism, both of which are reflected in the AAHA program. FLORY is 
a member of the Negro Commission, CP of Illinois, and theoretically 
under the discipline of the CP. He is the guiding force in AAHA 
and controls policy and decisions in AAHA. 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of Illinois, in May, 1964, 
indicated that AAHA has tremendous potential; that there has been 
no "red=baiting" in its program or its membership; that the CP 
should organize a concentrated drive to make AAHA a mass organiza~ 
tion and try to build a core so that it could expand its facilities. 
He proposed a goal of $10,000 combined with a membership drive to 
begin in the fall of 1964, FLORY concurred with LIGHTFOOT and 
believed that with the support ef the CP, AAHA could play an 
outstanding role. 


A second source advised on May 11, 1964, that in 1962, 
the south side area of the CP of Illinois worked with FLORY to 
organize AAHA chapters under the leadership of CP members. The 
aims of this program included the reactivation of ex-CP members 
and recruiting of new CP members. The program was shortlived 
and became defunct in 1963. However, the CP has currently been 
using AAHA headquarters for CP meetings. Many south side CP 
members are members of AAHA and are active in AAHA affairs. South 
side CP groups have been working closely with AAHA, especially on 
Negro matters. 
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CHICAGO COUNCIL OF AMERICAN= 
SOVIET FRIENDSHIP 


EDWIN GORDON FOX, 7147 Jeffrey Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, (now deceased) made available in January, 1954, the 
"First Annual Report CCASF," an undated publication which 
stated that the Chicago Council of American-Soviet Friendship 
(CCASF) was incorporated in July, 1943, This document stated, 
"The Council's affiliation with the National Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship (NCASF) was validated August 11, 
(1943). The present name was adopted to conform to standard 
national practice. It should be noted, however, that the 
Chicago Council is entirely autonomous; the government of its 
affairs rests exclusively in the hands of its Chicago Executive 
Board." 


A source advised on May 8, 1964, that the CCASF 
remains affiliated with the NCASF for the purpose of implement- 
ing its stated aims of peaceful coexistence and friendship with 
the USSR but continues to consider itself autonomous in the 
government of its affairs and program for achieving these aims. 
Although the CCASF considers itself autonomous in this regard, 
the leaders of the CCASF are frequently in contact with and its 
program closely follows that of the NCASF. 


This source stated that the CCASF plans to vacate its 
offices at 32 West Randolph Street, Chicago, during June, 1964, 
and obtain desk space at another location, not yet determined. 
There is a lack of leadership in the organization at this time, 
and some question exists as to the future of the organization. 


The NCASF has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450.

"The Columbia Owl", a weekly student newspaper of 
Columbia University, New York City, December 12, 1962, issue, 
page one, contained an article entitled "Students to Visit Cuba 
During Holidays." This article stated in part that the Ad Hoc 
Student Committee for Travel to Cuba was formed October 14, 1962, 
by a group of students from New York City universities, the 
University of Wisconsin, Oberlin College and the University of 
- North Carolina, who stated that as students they would like 
a chance to see and evaluate the situation in Cuba for themselves 
and had received an offer of transportation and two weeks stay 
in Cuba from the Federation of University Students in Havana, 
as guests of the Federation. The Committee accepted the offer 
and applied to the United States State Department for passport 
validation which was refused; however, over fifty students 
planned to defy the State Department ban and go to Cuba. 


A source advised on December 6, 1962, that during 
December, 1962, it was learned that the Ad Hoe Student Committee 
for Travel to Cuba had recently been formed by the Progressive 
Labor Group. 


A second source advised on September 13, 1963, that 
a group of 39 individuals who had assembled in New York City, 
departed New York City by air on June 25, 1963, and traveled to 
Paris, France; Prague, Czechoslovakia; and then to Havana, Cuba. 
The group remained in Cuba until August 24, 1963, at which time 
they departed by air for New York City via Madrid, Spain. The 
group arrived in New York City on August 29, 1963. 


The same source advised that the leaders of the group 


were members of Progressive Labor and the trip was planned 
and organized by Progressive Labor members. 
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"The Columbia Owl't, March 11, 1964, issue, page one, 
carried an article captioned, "Another Visit to Cuba - Students 
Will Defy Student Travel Ban This Summer." This article sets 
forth in part that three members of the Student Committee for 
Travel to Cuba spoke at an assembly sponsored by the Progressive 
Labor Club of Columbia University. At this assembly VICKI ORTIZ, 
Student Committee for Travel to Cuba campus representative, 
stated that the Federation of University Students in Havana 
had extended another invitation for 500 students to visit Cuba 
in 1964. Miss ORTIZ stated that the Student Committee for 
Travel to Cuba was, therefore, planning another trip to Cuba 
in July, 1964.

The fifth source also advised that the Progressive 
Labor Movement publishes a monthly magazine called "Progressive 
Labor" and also a quarterly theoretical publication called the

A source advised on June 11, 1954, that the Washington 
Park Forum (WPF) started in the 1930s as a spontaneous group of 
unemployed persons interested in discussing current events. In 
the late 1930s, the Communist Party (CP) penetrated and took over 
the WPF. From 1936 to 1940, the CP penetration was so great that 
it secured and maintained control of the WPF at that time. 


A second source advised in May, 1957, that the CP of 
Illinois was attempting to regain control of the WPF which had 
been taken over by the Trotskyites. 


A third source advised on January 16, 1963, that the 
"purpose and objectives" set forth in the WPF constitution include: 
"To discuss and educate on the issues of the day through presenta- 
tion of speakers on different subjects, with free discussion by 
people in attendance,...to aid in the realization of the Declaration 
of Independence, ...to aid civl liberties and charitable organiza= 
tions interested in expanding freedom..." 


The third source advised.on October 28, 1964, that the 
WPF recently changed its name to "The South Side Educational 
Forum;'t however, most people still referred to it as WPF. 


A fourth source advised on October 19, 1964, that the 
CP in the past had used the WPF as a platform to implement its 
program; however, there was no clear cut control of the WPF by the 
CP or any other organization. During the past 18 months the only 
apparent CP interest in the WPF was in the nature of a few speeches 
at WPF meetings by individuals connected with the CP; however, 
there has been no CP interest, not even in the nature of speeches. 


A fifth source advised on November 5, 1964, that currently 
the CP of Illinois did not consider the WPF to be one of the main 
political forces in the Negro community. The CP no longer dis- 
cussed the WPF and in fact paid no attention to the WPF. Although 
individual CP leaders, such as CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, CP of Illinois 
Chairman, maintained personal contact with some of their friends 
in the WPF, there was no direct following from the CP to the WPF. 
The CP would consider using the WPF if and when expedient to the 
CP cause; however, the WPF was basically not considered worthy of 
concentration by the CP. : 
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WOMEN'S PEACE AND UNITY CLUB, Formerly 
known as the Chicago Women for Peace. _ 


The aims and purposes of the Chicago Women fer Peace 
(CWP), as set forth in its self-identified publi aticn "Chicago 
Acts for Peacé" (CAP) May, 1951, issue, describés this organi=” 
zation as a “service center for women working for peace.” This 
publication described the CWP as being affiliated with the 
American Women for Peace €AWP) and as cooperating with the 
American Peace Crusade (APC). 


The January, 1954, issue of “CAP” announced the 
dissolution of the AWP and the affiliation of the CWP with the 
APC Council in Chicago. : 


‘A source advised in November, 1956, that the CWP. | 
remained atfiliated with the APC, Chicago, watil the organization 
dissolved in-September, 1955. The CWP continued with no national 
affiliation umtil September, 1956, when a “reorganization and 
name change took place, and it became known as the "Women's 
Peace and Unity Club” (WPUC). The reason given for this 
"reorganization and mame change” was that the CWP had been formed 
to end the Korean War, and since that war was over and there was 
a "measure of peace in the world,” women's interests were more 
centered on such issues as civil r (3, desegregated and better 
schools, juvenile delinquency, equal opportunities, housing and 
cost of living. Source advised that the only actual “reorganie 
zation” of the CWP was the change of its name to WPUC. 


A second source advised in October, 1956, that the 
Communist Party (CP), asa pote hadeene District, had ordered the 
dissolution of the CWP because it no longer served the purpose 
of the Party since it was a “left -wing™ peace group.

I, BACKGROUND 


Residence and Employment 


Through a suitable pretext conducted. by an SA 
of the FBI on March 14, 1966, it was ascertained that 
CHRISTINE JOHNSON resides at 4349 South Parkway, Chicago, 
Illinois, and is employed as a housewife. 


Former Employment 


During August, 1965, it was learned that CHRISTINE 
JOHNSON, also known as Sister CHRISTINE X, was formerly 
employed as Director of the University of Islam (UI) Number 2, 
5333 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, but was 
dismissed from this position because she fought with ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD.

As of March, 1966, the purpose of 
the UI Number 2, 5333 South 
Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
was to indoctrinate its students 
with the teachings of ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD in the Nation of Islam 
(NOI), to teach the students of 
their "heritage", and to keep the 
students out of contact with the 
"white devils" in public schools. 
It is the hope of NOI officials 
that graduates would, with future 
training, become ministers in the 
NOI.

Travel 


It was learned during January, 1966, that CHRISTINE 
JOHNSON received an invitation to attend the opening of the 
Volta River Dam and planned to attend this affair. It was 
further learned that KWAME NKRUMAH, President of Ghana, 
Africa, where the Volta River Dam is located, had extended 
JOHNSON the invitation to visit and had also sent JOHNSON 
her transportation tickets.

On. January 19, 1966, Mr. BRUCE WEAVER, Passport 
office, United States State Department, Federal Building, 
Chicago, Illinois, advised that CHRISTINE C. JOHNSON was 
issued passport number C476852 on January 12, 1962. Mr. 
‘WEAVER stated that JOHNSON renewed her passport on 
January 14, 1966, at Chicago, Illinois, at which time 
JOHNSON advised that she was to depart on a three-week 
trip to Ghana and Nigeria in Africa and would depart via 
Trans-World Airways on January:19, 1966. 


During February, 1966, it was learned that 
CHRISTINE JOHNSON returned to Chicago, Illinois, from a 
trip to the African country of Ghana and was residing at 
her residence, 4349 South Parkway, Chicago, Illinois. It 
was further learned that JOHNSON returned to Chicago 
about February 20, 1966.

II. CONNECTIONS WITH THE 
COMMUNIST PARTY, USA (CP, USA ) 


It was learned during May, 1965, that JOHNSON 
attended an annual May Day celebration Sponsored by the 
Communist Party (CP) of Illinois held in Chicago, Illinois. 
During this affair it was learned that JOHNSON stated that 
more Negroes were not in attendance at this affair because 
the Negroes were scared and they did not want to be labeled 
as a Communist. JOHNSON further stated that she did not 
trust the communist organization because the communist world 
was presently being threatened and that this was not her 
world. She stated the Negroes never had a world and that 
the communists now need the Negro. JOHNSON did not elaborate 
further on this statement.

On November 7, 1965, JOHNSON attended a rally 
Sponsored by the Nationality Section, CP of Illinois, held 
in Chicago, Illinois. This was an open public rally 
attended by approximately 300 to 350 individuals, some of 
which are identified as members of the CP. Speeches were 
made at this meeting by various individuals criticizing the 
United States' involvement in Viet Nam and demanding that 
the United States withdraw from Viet Nam.

It was learned during September, 1965, that 
CHRISTINE JOHNSON, as of September, 1965, continued to hold 
the position of President of the AAHA in Chicago,

On October 18, 1965, CHRISTINE JOHNSON attended a 
meeting of the AAHA held in Chicago, Illinois. ISHMAEL FLORY , 
Director of Organization of the AAHA in Chicago, chaired this 
meeting and appointed JOHNSON as one of the members of a 
Committee to meet and entertain the crew of ships arriving 
from Ghana, Africa.

ISHMAEL FLORY 
As of March, 1966, ISHMAEL FLORY 
was a member of the CP of Illinois. 
(CG T-~5, 3/66) 
On October 30, 1965, JOHNSON attended a social 
affair sponsored by the AAHA in Chicago, Illinois. This 


affair was given in honor of ISHMAEL FLORY, who was to . 
make an.overseas trip and was to visit Africa and Europe 
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in the near future.

On December 18, 1965, JOHNSON attended a fund- 
raising affair held for the benefit of the AAHA in Chicago,

During May, 1965, it was learned that CHRISTINE 
JOHNSON was Director of the University of Islam Number 2, 
5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, and that 
JOHNSON wanted to establish this school on a Black Nationalist 
basis. It was further learned that JOHNSON had no encourage- 
ment in this regard from NOI officials.

During this meeting it was announced that CHRISTINE JOHNSON 
had preved herself to be a hypocrite and had done all she 
could to hurt ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, and as a consequence, JOHNSON 
was dismissed from her position as Director of Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam Number 2 in Chicago, Illinois.

_ It was learned during November, 1965, that 
CHRISTINE JOHNSON attempted to contact ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
concerning the fact that JOHNSON's children were dismissed 
from ELIJAH MUHAMMAD's school in Chicago, Illinois.

It was learned during December, 1965, that 
CHRISTINE JOHNSON was in contact with ELIJAH MUHAMMAD. 
JOHNSON was attempting to get her children back into 
MUHAMMAD's school as they had been out of school for a 
long time, It was further learned that JOHNSON's children 
were formerly enrolled in MUHAMMAD's school.

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


On May 7, 1965, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-~1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to; “MUHAMMAD 's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using! either "Mosque" 
or"Temple"' when mentioning one of “Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


The NOX is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan., MUHAMMAD claims to have 
' been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so~csalled 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
"white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must 
and will be destrcyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


in the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5,.1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States government; however, he did not indicate any 
fundamental changes in the teachings of his organization. 


On May 3, 1965, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the reiigious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This 
policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire 
additional followers and create more interest in his programs.

American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306 
East 43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro-American 


_ Heritage Association until February, 1961. It was founded by 


ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the State of Tllinois 
as a non~profit organization. It was founded ostensibly for the 
purpose of teaching African history and culture to American Keg 
AAHA is strongly influenced by the Communist Party (CP} of 

It is represented by both communist and non-communist mewbers 
some people with strong nationalistic tendencies. This organization 
reflects CP policy on some issues and opposes CP policy on others; 
for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro-American as a 
reference term to the American Negro and rejects aspects of 
nationalism, both of which are reflected in the AAHA program. 

FLOKRY is a member of the CP of Illinois and theoretically under 

the discipline of the CP. He is the guiding force in AAHA and 
controls policy and decisions in AAHA. 


POSS » 
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CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of Lilinois, in 1964 spoke 
of a plan to beef up AAHA’s membership in a concentrated drive 
toward making AAHA a mass organization. However, this pian never 
fully materialized and LIGHTFOOT currently is undecided about the 
matter, LIGHPFOOT has appeared at some AAHA affairs in 1964 and 
1965. He occasionally meets with FLORY and he still encourages cp 
members to cooperate with FLORY. 


A second source advised on May 6, 1965, that in 1962 the 
CP worked with FLORY to organize AAHA Chapters under the leadership 
of CP members. The aim of ‘this program included the reactivation of 
ex-CP members and recruitment of new CP members. This program was 
never successful and became defunct in 1963. 


Since 1963, the South Side area of the CP of Iliinois has 
been holding CP meetings at AAHA headquarters. Many South Side CF 
members currently are mewbers of AAHA and participate in SAHA 
affairs. The South Side CP groups cooperate in some AAHA affairs, 


especially in affairs dealing with the Negro rights movement. 
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CHICAGO COUNCIL OF AMERICAN-SOVIET 
RELATIONS, Formerly known as Chicago 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship 


EDWIN GORDON FOX, 7147 Jeffrey Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois,(now deceased) made available in January, 1954, the 
"First Annual Report CCASF," an undated publication which 
stated that the Chicago Council of American-Soviet Friendship 
(CCASF) was incorporated in July, 1943. This document stated, 
"The Council's affiliation with the National Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship (NCASF) was validated August 11, 
(1943). The present name was adopted to conform to standard 
national practice. It should be noted, however, that the 
Chicago Council is entirely autonomous; the government of its 
affairs rests exclusively in the hands:of its Chicago Executive 
Board." 


On April 8, 1965, a source furnished information to 
the effect that as of March 11, 1965, this organization would 
be known as the Chicago Council of American-Soviet Relations 
(CCASR). MANDEL TERMAN continued to be listed as Chairman of 
the new organization. 


During April, 1965, a second source advised that 
MANDEL TERMAN had arbitrarily dissolved the Board of Directors, 
assumed all financial and other functions of the organization, 
and was maintaining existing records of the organization at 
his residence, 660 West Irving Park Road, Chicago, Illinois. 
The aims and purposes of this organization continued to be 
to work for peaceful coexistence and friendship with the USSR. 
While it claimed to be an autonomous organization, its program 
followed the NCASF and it was in frequent contact with the 
NCASF. 


On November 5, 1958, a third source advised that in 
the early 1940s, MANDEL TERMAN was a member~at-large of the 
Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. TERMAN was in Russia in 
November, 1958, where he had gone to discuss the treatment of 
Jews and to discuss Jewish culture in the USSR with the 
leadership of the Soviet Union. 
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CHICAGO COUNCIL OF AMERICAN- 
SOVIET RELATIONS 


In January, 1966, a fourth source advised that the 
CCASR went out of existence in the Spring of 1965 due to the 
health condition of MANDEL A. TERMAN, The offices cf the 
CCASR, formerly located at 32 West Randolph Street, Chicago, 
were for a short time carried at MANDEL TERMAN's home resi- 
dence, 660 West Irving Park Road, Chicago. During the Fall 
of 1965 due to the defunctness of the CCASR, the CP of Illinois 
found it necessary to sponsor a rally honoring the 48th 
anniversary of the Russian Revolution under a temporary 
committee called "The Chicago Committee for American-Soviet 
Friendship Rally.'' This rally was held on November 7, 1965, 
and once the rally was held this temporary committee went 
out of existence. 


The fourth source advised that as of the present 
time the CCASR is defunct in the Chicago area and any future 
rally to be held on the American-Soviet friendship theme will 
have to be organized by the CP of Illinois on a temporary 
basis. ;

WOMEN’S PEACE AND UNITY CLUB, Formerly 
known as the Chicago Women for Peace 


: The aims and purposes of the Chicago Women for Peace 

} (CWP), as set forth in its self-identified publication "Chicago 
Acts for Peace" (CAP) May, 1951, issue, describes this organization 
as a "service center for women working for peace.” This publication 
described the CWP as being affiliated with the American Women for 
Peace (AWP) and as cooperating with the American Peace Crusade (APC). 


The January, 1954, issue of ''CAP" announced the dissolu- 
tion of the AWP and the affiliation of the CWP with the APC Council 
in Chicago. ‘ : 


A source advised in November, 1956, that the CWP remained 
affiliated with the APC, Chicago, until the organization dissolved 
in September, 1955. The CWP continued with no national affiliation 
until September, 1956, when a "reorganization and name change took 
place,” and it became known as the "Women's Peace and Unity Club" 
CWPUC). ‘The reason given for this "reorganization and name change" 
was that the CWP had been formed to end the Korean War, and since 
that war was over and there was’ a "measure of peace in the world," 
women’s interests were more centered on such issues as civil rights, 
desegregated and better schools, juvenile delinquency, equal oppor- 
tunities, housing and cost of living. Source advised that the only 
actual "reorganization" of the CWP was the change of its name to WPUC. 


A second source advised in October, 1956, that the 
Communist Party (CP), Illinois-Indiana District, had ordered the 
dissolution of the CWP because it no longer served the purpose of 
the Party since it was a "“left~wing” peace group. Though the CWP 
refused to dissolve and chose to continue in the form of the WPUC, 
it continues to be a "communist front organization" whose policies 
and activities are directed by CP members. 


‘A third source advised on May 6, 1965, that the WPUC, as 
of that date, continued to operate in the Chicago area as a peace 
organization under the direction and control of CP members and its 
objectives continued to be the same,
